Judge Holden, of Wisoonsin, con 

denined the inti -oduction of politics 
into tl umontof Htnto institu 



tions, and again insisted on the Intro- 
duction of more industrial instruction. 

Uev. Mr. Brov/tt, » Trnsteo of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for Doaf and 
Dumb, regretted that all States were 
not like Maryland, free from tho tram- 
mels of political influences. Ho Raid 
the deaf mutes had too often been 
made the victims of craft Ho hoped 
that the good of the pupils and of 
the State would be foremost in the 
consideration of those having these 
institutions in their charge. 

Dr. E. M. Gallaudet, President of 
tho National Colloero at Washing- 
ton, opened the discussion on "The 

Relations that should exist between 
Stato Governments and Institutions 
for the Doaf and Dumb, when tho lat- 
ter arc under the direct and complete 
control of tho former." Ho explained 
the different organizations under 
which these institutions arc control- 
led. The greatest danger is from 
political interference. He commend 
od tho method of Maryland. -No 
greater evil exists than the principle 
that to tho victor belongs the spoils. 
Political influence has always worked 
injury in these institutions. He con 
gratujated tho State of Ohio on the 
wise course which had been followed 
in the management of this institution 
since tho advent of tho present Admin- 
istration into power. These institu- 
tions should not bo the foot balls of 
parties. Ho referred to tbo manage 
ment, of the Deaf Mnto Collej 
Washington, where they are subject to 
political changes. So far they had not 
been hindered by such changes, but 
teachers were often harassed byintini 
id.itions. Being disfranchised in the 
District of Columbia they were some 
what differently situated' from the citi- 
zens of the States. 

Dr. Gallaudet said deaf-mute o luc- 
tors should not bo active partisans 
They had other work to do. It is 
not lit for men in their calling. He 
■pOfee Of the duties of tho Trustees 
and the injury of cutting down sala- 
ries. They can economize all the life 
out of these institutions. Ho com- 
mended the words of cheer given by 
the Trustees that were present, and 
hoped the spirit manifested by them 
would bo diffused among the other 
members of tho .boards of which thoy 
are raaMib.ni ■ 

Mr. J. A. Jacobs, of Kentucky, en- 
1 tho words of Dr. Gallaudet, 
and referred to the question of State 
appropriations. In Kentucky they ap- 
propriate per capita on the pupils in 
the institution and have always in the 
past secured a liberal support Tho 
laws of his State made definite provis- 
ion for their institutions. 

Mr. Morris, President of tho Bnlti 
more Hoard of F.ducation and a Trus- 
tee of tho Maryland Deaf -Mute Color- 
ed Institution, was called upon to ad- 
dress the Convention. He upheld the 
work of deaf mute and blind oduca 
tors. No man should be appointed to 
any position in connection with these 
institutions except for his qualifica- 
tion. In Maryland they had to do 
away with party bias in this rosjioct 
and they had thereby secured the best 
men for" these places. He pitied those 
who were nfllictod with the manage- 
ment of political dictation. No man 
should be removed from these offices 
without causa It would give the 
educators more heart in their work. 

Teachers should be better paid. Their 

works should be appreciated. In 
Maryland they had refused to make 
any lOliOutihiaefll in this direction 
These teachers should be pensioned 
the same as other retired ( flicers of 

the Government 

Mr. Qodger, of North Carolina, 
spoke of the great Improvement in the 

institutions of his Mate. They had 
separate institutions for tho whites 
andb lacks, both of which are in n 
nourishing condition. His State had 
done more than any other for the 
black mul 

Mr. Dubyns, of Texas, gave an ac 

count of the institution in that Slate 
Political considerations were kept out 

of their management They have just 

erected • new building, and are pros 

They have as yet no provi 

sion for the education Of colored .leaf 

mill. 

Dr Palmer, of Canada, requested 
Mr. Morrison, Principal of the Blind, 
Deaf and Dumb Institution for color 
od children tit Haltiiuorc, to apeak on 
this subject, as the question of provi- 
sion for colored children had been 
lit up. Mr. Morrison said his 
Slide was doing an excellent work in 
this direction, and they expected still 
greater results.

There will not be any 
opportunity as on earth to lay to the 
charge of others the evil results of 
our own actions. How great is the 
disposition to exculpate ourselves. 
When in fault man is ever ready to 
palliate a fault. Man will even accuse 
unjustly others to cloak his failings. 

Mankind is scarcely ever ready to 
acknowledge a fault however trivial ; 
but what answer can poor, miserable 
mortals make when every secret of tho

Mr. Head is a deaf -mu to gentleman, 
surrounded by respectable relatives 
and friends, and lives on a very fine 
farm of his own. One of his farm 
hands is Mr. Alphcus Brown, tv grad 
uate of tho Hartford school, who is 
learning how to cultivate a farm, from 
well experienced farmers. Those who 
have deaf-mate sons and want them 
brought up for farmers would do well 
to place them under the practical tui 
tion of Mr. Head, one of the most ev 
pcrioneod farmers in this State, and 
no humbug would bo thought of.
